6. (Presently Amended) A method for detecting the presence of a lung 
cancer in a patient, comprising the steps of:

(c) detecting in the biological sample an amount of polypeptide that binds to

(d) comparing the amount of polypeptide to a pr e d e t e rmined cut off valu ethe 
amount of polypeptide detected in a normal lung tissue sample, wherein an at least two-fold 
greater amount in the biological sample as compared to the normal lung tissue sample is 
indicative of and therefrom determining the presence of a lung cancer in the patient. 



20. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 6, wherein the binding agent 
is an antibody or antigen-binding fragment thereof. 

21 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 20, wherein the antibody is a 
monoclonal or polyclonal antibody.
